State Legion Head Says Here 


B reaking up the V eterans’ A d­ 
m inistration 
into 
other 
depart­ 
ments of the governm ent m ight 
turn veterans’ needs and rights in­ 
to a political football, State A m eri­ 
can 
Legion 
C om m ander 
Bruce 
H enderson declared in a speaking 
tour here Tuesday. 
H enderson spent a busy day in 
W ashington C. H., beginning w ith a 
talk at a R otary Club luncheon at 
the C ountry Club. In the afternoon, 
the state legion head addressed a 
gathering of about 870 students in 
the WHS auditorium and conclud­ 
ed the tour w ith a speech before 
the Lions Club at the C ountry (Hub 
in the evening. 
C harles Hire, com m ander of the 
Paul Hughey 
A m erican 
Legion 
post here, accom panied H enderson 
on the m ajor p art of his tour. 
In his speeches, H enderson ex ­ 
plained the stand of the A m erican 
Legion against, certain recom m en­ 
dations of the Hoover Commission 
and reaffirm ed the basic principles 
of the Legion. 


Legion’s Three Principles 
The W arren attorney said that 
the three things that sym bolized 
the A m erican Legion w ere A m eri­ 
canism, national security and re ­ 
habilitation of veterans 
needing 
aid. 
He told the various groups of 
the struggle 
follow ing 
the first 
world w ar to achieve an organiza­ 
tion of veterans. He spoke of the 
“long hard fight to bring 
about 
proper care for veterans and their 
fam ilies and of the th rea t being 
faced today to take aw ay som e of 
the veterans’ rights.” 
The 
A m erican 
Legion 
stands 
strongly for a secure national econ­ 
omy, H enderson said, b u t is op­ 


posed to Hoover Commission rec­ 
om m endations th at would m ake a 
political football of veteran s’ needs. 


Present Care Inadequate 
In support of his argum ent, H en­ 
derson said there are about 105,000 
veterans taken care of by the p re ­ 
sent VA hospitals, but even this 
care was inadequate because of the 
wide variety of physical and m en­ 
tal ailm ents of the veterans. 
H enderson and H ire w ere intro­ 
duced to the high school gathering 
by senior Dick Hodson. 
H enderson reiterated the p rin ­ 
ciples of the Legion to the students 
and explained w hat the p resent- 
day Legion was like. He told the 
students th at the Legion’s stand on 
issues comes from the bottom up. 
The state head also spoke of the 
relationship 
of 
dem ocracy 
and 
Com m unism and described the A - 
m ericanism program of th e Legion 
in th eir w ork 
w ith 
youngsters. 
Sandlot baseball team s and girls 
and boy’s states w ere exam ples of 
the Legion’s interest in youth, he 
said.

1. R ising poor relief costs,

per year state payroll boost under 
the reclassification program . 
T he 
governor’s 
form al 
sta te ­ 
m ent said: 
“A t present I sse no need for 
the calling of a special session of 
the legislature and hence no call 
w ill be m ade.” 
R egarding 
funds available 
for 
poor relief purposes, the governor 
said the last legislature gave local 
governm ents $6,000,000 a y ear e x ­ 
tra, and p art of th at am ount could 
be used for relief. 
N ext M arch I 
the state w ill distribute some $9,- 
500,000 in utility excise tax col­ 
lections for poor relief — $500,- 
000 m ore than last year, he added. 
“I instructed m y (cabinet) d i­

The new 75-cent m inim um wage 
law w ent into effect across the 
country today, b u t it was not e x ­

The new law is applicable only 
to w orkers w ho produce for in ter­ 
state trade, and they are com para­ 
tively few here. Besides, a spot 
check of industries here, show ed 
most em ployes here either already 
w ere above th e m inim um wage 
level or w ere on piece w ork and 
not affected by the new regulation.

tration (C AA ) forecast

be flying 400,000 civil airplanes. 
The CAA was a bit apologetic 
The forecast, it said, was “ by no 
means a top limit” but rather 
“conservative guide for planning.” 
The agency was well aware that 
other surveys made at the height 
of wartime enthusiasm for flying 
found 1,000,000 and upwards as 
the potential number of private 
planes shortly after the war. 
Half of the 10-year period has 
passed. About 92,000 civil aircraft 
are registered w ith the CAA. Pro­ 
duction of private planes was 
spectacular 35,000 in 1946—a one- 
year output 40 per cent greater 
than the total flying in 1939. 
That production was halved in 
1947. It was halved again in 1948. 
It was halved a third time in 1949, 
dropping to less than one-tenth 
1946 production. 
Has interest in flying fallen so 
rapidly? Other aviation figures 
show it has not. Air travel by 
commercial and private plane has 
increased tremendously since the 
war. Use of small airplanes for 
numerous jobs formerly done on 
the 
ground—crop 
spraying and 
dusting, inspection of pipelines 
and power lines, surveys and even 
crop planting—has created new 
industries. 
Post-war 
disillusionment 
was 
not for those who saw in wartime 
development of 
aviation a new 
tool. It was for those who saw the 
airplane as a toy. 
Well, it isn’t quite that simple 
either. Much of the disappoint­ 
ment came from the industry it­ 
self, from overselling the private 
flying idea, from failing to pro­ 
duce planes with the safety, econ­ 
omy and usefulness the nation had 
come 
to 
expect, 
from 
plain 
gouging of customers.

The chances are it came 
without a radio. You can add $100 
to $700 for that. And if you want 
pretty complete insurance protec­ 
tion, you must figure on $40 to $60 
a month. After that it’s just gaso­ 
line, oil and maintenance.

President Truman's obstinacy in refus­ 
ing to call upon the means placed at his 
disposal by the Taft-Hartley Act for meet­ 
ing strikes is one of the tragic evidences oj 
his political schooling. With supplies of coal 
on the docks on New England reportedly 
sufficient for only three to five days, and 
with an important railroad in that area an­ 
nouncing an impending shut-down for lack 
of fuel, the president was asked to intervene. 
Mr. Truman’s reply was that “ the time 
has not yet arrived” for action on his part. 
He wanted to be sure that he can satisfy a 
federal court that "a national emergency 
exists.'’ If this means that no action can be 
taken by the president under such circum­ 
stances until our entire industrial machin­ 
ery is out of commission, or the health and 
safety of all our people are threatened, it is 
one of the most incredible mis-readings of 
legislative intent in all history. 
The Taft-Hartley Act was passed to pre­ 
vent such occurrences, not to correct them. 
It is the spirit and the purpose of this law to 
set a point beyond which neither side to a 
dispute 
involving our economy can 
pro­ 
ceed without direct and effective immediate 
intervention 
by the 
government as 
the 
people’s representative. What the president 
is doing is simply to emasculate the law and 
render it meaningless because he 
refuses 
stubbornly to recognize that there is in­ 
trinsic merit and wisdom in the measure he 
has asked the Congress to repeal. We pre­ 
dict that the act will outlast the president.

Vanishing Master Glass Blower

CORNING, N Y,,—(/P)—Amer­ 
ica is full of all kinds of gaf­ 
fers, but It has only a dozen or 
so like Jam es E. Janson. 
A "gaffer” is a master glass 
blower, and 
he is a 
vanishing 
type. 
For glassmaking, like moat in­ 
dustries, has become heavily me­ 
chanized. 
In 
the 
sprawling 
Corning glass works here ma­ 
chines have been developed that 
stamp out 37,000 different glass 
products for home, factory and 
laboratory use. 
But 
in 
one 
corner a 
half- 
dozen 
oldtime 
g a f f e r s 
still 
turn out exquis­ 
ite 
pieces 
of 
h a n d - m a d e 
Steuben 
glass­ 
ware, that sell 
anywhere 
from 
H a l B o y le 
$20 to $1,000. 
They are the aristocrats of an 
ancient art, and Janson — the 
workers call him “Johnny” — 
is one of the best. 
"I have been working with 
glass for 
55 years now,” 
said 
Johnny, who is 69. 
Like most 


expert glassblowers he is Swe­ 
dish. 
He came to this country 
in 1901. 
The gaffer bosses a shop of 
five or six men. 
Two or three 
bit 
gatherers 
collect 
molten 
glass on long iron blow pipes 
The servitor fashion* the base 
and stem 
from the 
red hot 
glass, and the gaffer then takes 
over. 
Seated on a bench, he shapes 
and finishes 
the glass, 
adding 
handles 
or decorative 
features 
with a pair of long applewood 
pincers. 
This requires 
artistry 
as well as top craftsmanship — 
for the gaffer must have an ab­ 
solute sense of form. And he has 
to work speedily. 
I asked Janson 
how long it 
had taken him to learn his craft. 
"A lifetime,” he said, 
I start­ 
ed learning as a boy from my 
father, who was a glass blower 
But you 
never stop 
learning. 
We learn something everyday.” 
All glass used to be made by 
hand. 
Then it was blown into 
molds. 
Then machinery 
took 
over most of the work. 
"But 
hand-made 
glass 
will 
never die out," 
said 
Johnny. 


"They will always find someone 
to make it.” 
The company he is employed 
by hasn’t found it easy. A few 
years ago they sent scouts through 
the 
West Virginia 
mountains, 
searching for experienced gaf­ 
fers in small glassworks there. 
They couldn’t find any. Now the 
company is trying to train native 
American boys in the craft. 
“ It is like playing the violin,” 
said Johnny. "Some can get far­ 
ther along with it than others. 
But I am entitled to green pas­ 
tures soon—like an old horse. I 
hope to retire next summer. I 
have a lot of fishing to do.” 
Johnny’s interest in glass work­ 
ing doesn't stop when his day at 
the factory is done. He built 
himself, 
a small 
experimental 
furnace in a basement workshop. 
There he works out new patterns 
in glass for his own pleasure. He 
has them all over the house. 
And his eyes shine with delight 
as he shows them. His wife takes 
this hobby with some reserva­ 
tion. 
"He loves his work," she smiled. 
"That’s all there is to it. Glass 
doesn’t mean so much to me—I 
hear too much about it.”

The British are fully within 
their rights to push the use of 
natural rubber, but Americans 
ought never to forget that when 
World War II came upon us, We 
found ourselves cut off from 
the 
rubber-growing 
countries: 
that at huge cost to the American 
taxpayer at a moment of na­ 
tional peril, this country had to 
create a synthetic rubber indus­ 
try: that that industry exists 
and that the British have been 
trying to get us, since 1945, to 
a-idon it to our detriment, 
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but for their benefit. 
Furthermore, it needs to be 
pointed out that all these rubber 
growing areas are now in peril 
of communist infiltration out of 
China. For instance, there can 
be 
no 
guarantees 
by 
Great 
Britain that she can hold, with­ 
out our military intervention, 
the Malay Peninsula. The city 
of Singapore is as much Chinese 
as Malay and its Chinese in­ 
habitants have a traditional af­ 
flation with Canton which is 
now held by the Chinese com­ 
munists. Singapore is the heart 
of the natural rubber industry. 
Sumatra and Java are now part 
of the Indonesian Republic which 
seems, for the moment, to have 
rattled down to peace, but the 
fate of the Republic depend* on 
events on the mainland, particu­ 
larly on the Malay Peninsula. 
Although Ceylon is not 
On 
the 
mainland, 
its 
affiliations 
with India are strong and Pandit 
Nehru has shown little affec­ 
tion for the United States, and 
we do not yet know where we 
stand. Neutrality is not in our 
interest. 
This is no time to abandon 
our synthetic rubber industry to 
aid British colonial and com­ 
mercial interests. In fact, our 
experience with Great Britain, 
with regard to rubber, has been 
consistently unfortunate. 
At the close of World War I, 
the control of rubber production 
was approximately 75 per cent 
British and 25 per cent Dutch, 
but the largest consumer was 
the United States, which took 
around 70 per cent of the exports. 
The British then imposed the 
Stevenson Restriction Plan, after 
the British rubber growers as­ 
sociation had appealed to their 
government for aid. This Steven­ 
son Plan involved direct govern­ 
ment intervention for the control 
of production and price and was 
aimed at forcing the price of 
rubber from about 12 cent* 
a 


pound to about $1.25 a pound-— 
the American consumer carrying 
the load. This plan remained in 
operation six years. (1922-1928). 
The United States licked the 
Stevenson Plan by two devices: 
by increasing the use of reclaim­ 
ed rubber and by the organiza­ 
tion of the American Rubber 
Buying 
Pool, 
consisting 
of 
United States Rubber, Goodyear, 
Goodrich 
and 
Firestone, 
who 
were given a credit of $40,000,000 
to start plantations of their own. 
Then the British backed down. 
When World War ll appeared, 
the Japanese cut off our rubber 
supply. President Roosevelt ap­ 
pointed Bernard Baruch to plan 
a 
synthetic 
rubber 
industry. 
Had we failed lr this enter­ 
prise, not a plane, not a motor­ 
ized weapon, not an automobile 
would have rolled. 
We could 
have lost the war for lack of 
rubber. 
Henry Wallace proposed that 
we give up our synthetic rubber 
as soon as possible to help the 
Malays, Indonesians and others 
and we laughed at him. But 
Wallace’s ideas have a way of 
turning up again in other men’s 
mouths. 
The State Department is work­ 
ing on a Little Marshall Plan 
for Asia—which is already too 
little and too late. In connection 
with this, a conference of British 
Empire countries has been held 
in Colombo on the island of 
Ceylon. 
Immediately, 
we 
get 
repercussions about rubber and 
the central idea is to abandon 
the American synthetic rubber 
industry. Once we abandon that, 
we again become absolutely de­ 
pendent upon the British 
for 
rubber — a 
dependence 
which 
failed us after World War I and 
nearly strangled us during World 
War II. 
This is something that must 
be watched closely. It has the 
makings of a major catastrophe.

Diet and Health 
Goiter Operation 


Sometimes Needed 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THOUGH toxic goiter can often 
be treated medically, operation 
is required In many instances In 
such cases, surgeon and physi­ 
cian cooperate to plan treatment, 
since hazards of operation are 
best warded off by proper care 
before and after operation. 
In toxic goiter there Is an ex­ 
cessive secretion from the thyroid 
gland which speeds up all bodily 
processes and results in such 
symptoms as loss of weight and 
stren gth , nervousness, rapid 
heart-beat, sweating, and sleep­ 
lessness. 
Replace Fluids 
Naturally, a patient In this 
condition Is not likely to with­ 
stand operation well. Treatment 
Is aimed at getting him to the 
point where he can. It Ls suggest­ 
ed that the patient have at least 
three quarts of fluid a day In 
order to replace the fluids lost 
through diarrhea, vomiting, and 
sweating, If he cannot take 
enough fluids by mouth, a dex­ 
trose or sugar solution may be 
Injected into a vein. It may also 
be advisable to give the patient 
whole blood In the same way. 
Prior to operation, It is also 
helpful for the patient to have 
extra food, since in this condition 
the chemical processes of the 
body are going on at Increased 
rate and food materials are used 
up more rapidly. Tea, coffee, and 
alcohol are forbidden. 
Often these patients have a 
disturbed liver action which may 
be improved with a diet rich in 
protein, starchy foods and sweets, 
but low in fats. It is also suggest­ 
ed that the patient receive plenty 


of vitamin B-complex and vita­ 
min C. 
Before Operation 
For ten days to three weeks be­ 
fore the operation, the patient Is 
given a solution of iodine known 
as Lugol’s solution, in the proper 
dose. Another preparation, known 
as propylthiouracil, is needed in 
about one out of ten cases in order 
to help lower the metabolic rate. 
After the operation, the patient 
is kept in a semi-sitting position 
in bed and given the proper 
preparations to relieve pain and 
produce sleep. He is also given 
fluids by Injection into the rec­ 
tum or lower bowel. This Injected 
fluid, it is suggested, should con­ 
tain some Iodine in the form of 
Lugol’s solution. Later on, the 
iodine may be given in fruit juice 
three times a day. 
On the second day following 
operation, the patient begins to 
take liquid foods. Soft foods are 
allowed on the third day, and 
thereafter a diet rich in protein, 
starchy foods, and sweets is used. 
The iodine solution Is continued 
for a month or two and Is stopped 
when the metabolism rate re­ 
turns to normal.
